EXAMINER'S COMMENTS AND REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
06/01/2010 has been entered. 

Amendment filed 06/01/2010 is acknowledged. Claim 1 is amended. Claims 1,3- 
21 are pending. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and were deemed to be 
persuasive-in-part. In addition, upon review it was noted that Tanaka reference has a 
later priority data and can not be used as a prior art. Consequently, the art rejection of 
record is withdrawn. 

Claims 1 ,3-21 are novel and unobvious over the prior art of record or any 
combination thereof. The prior art does not teach or suggest generating 3D model of 
anatomical bone by successively comparing 2D anatomical bone image(s) with 3D bone 
template to compute an error(s), optimize free form deformation parameters, and to apply these 
parameters to the 3D bone template. 

Further, Terminal Disclaimers over patents 6701 174 and 671 1432 have been 
filed previously.
